Town, board planning staff will continue to look at projected growth

Niagara Advance 

A discussion last week 
between Town and school 
board representatives 
regarding school closures 
has fostered better under¬ 
standing on both sides, says 
Gary Zalepa Jr., chair of the 


Town committee looking at 
educational facilities. 

Tuesday’s meeting was 
arranged following the 
announcement of an accom- 

Parliament Oak Public 
School, which is suffering a 
significant decline in enrol¬ 
ment, and Crossroads Public 
School, which a board plan¬ 


ning report says has room for 
Parliament Oak students. 

Zalepa, town councillor 
and parent of two children at 
Parliament Oak, is also chair 
of the Town's Student 
Demographic Analysis 
Committee, formed after the 
closure of Niagara District 
Secondary School to look at 
the future of schools in 


Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
whether local students could 
be accommodated within 
town boundaries. 

“It was a good meeting, a 
good dialogue between our 
town planners and the plan¬ 
ning staff from the DSBN 
(District School Board of 
Niagara),” said Zalepa.

Leboudec fears 
the exclusion of St 
Davids, the third 
public elementary 
school in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, from 
the review elimi¬ 
nates the possibili¬ 
ty of looking at the 
big picture of edu¬ 


cation, which could include 
discussing options such as a 
Grade 7 and 8 school for all 
NOTL students, and even a 
high school that could 
include the middle grades. 

Some parents of 
Parliament Oak students are 
already asking to send their 
kids to Crossroads in the fall, 
because they don’t want 
their children enrolled in tri¬ 
ple-grade split classes and 
also because they wish to 
benefit from the amenities 
offered at Crossroads Public 
School, says Brett Sweeney, 
communications officer at 
the school board. 

St. Davids, at about 60 
students below capacity, is 
not included in the review, 
and the Town and board 
planners agree St. Davids 
and Niagara-on-the-Green 
areas will experience “an 
explosion of kids” in the 
future, says Leboudec. 

“Why wouldn't we look at 
that now," he says. 

The reason for the review 
of the two schools is that the 
hoard didn't adequately 
address the future in die last 
review five years ago, he says, 
and his concern is that five 
yearsfromnow, bothremain- 
mg schools will be full. 

The board planning staff 
is already saying there will be 
“at least” one portable need¬ 
ed at Crossroads, he adds. 

Leboudec says there is no 
doubt “the experience of 
parents and students at 
Crossroads will change once 
the schools merge. I won’t 
say it will be good or bad, just 


that it will be different.” 

The board, he says, looks 
at portables as temporary 
inconveniences, predicting a 
decline in enrolment at 
Crossroads in the future. 

But Town planners and 
board planners have differ¬ 
ent opinions about the 
future, says Zalepa, who also 
hopes to enlarge the accom¬ 
modation discussion to 
include a bigger picture than 
the board is looking at. 

“We need to properly 
project future school popu¬ 
lations going forward,” he 

“We'll take another look 
at growth with the planning 
staff, especially for St. Davids 
and Glendale. We've 
expressed a strong interest in 
finding ways to accommo¬ 
date all NOTL students with¬ 
in our borders.” 

One of the options, he 
says, could he a high school 
in the south end of NOTL 
that could be closer for stu¬ 
dents from St. Catharines 
than the schools they’re 
attending. 

And although the options 
of the accommodation 
review are limited, he says, 
he was assured at last week’s 
meeting that the discussion 
can be expanded, he said. 

He’d like to see it look at 
accommodating all NOTL 
students, all NOTL public 
schools, and all grades, 
including high school. 

“I'm told those conversa¬ 
tions can still happen,” said 

“I'm encouraged by that.”

With the City and Colour 
conceit a few days away, 
Parks Canada representa¬ 
tives were at Navy Hall last 
Thursday to assure neigh¬ 
bours of the Butler's 
Barracks concert location 
that security, police, traffic 
and parking details have 
been finalized to ensure 
minimum impact on local 
residents and businesses. 

The concert is Saturday, 
June 29, with St. Catharines 
native Dallas Green head¬ 
lining the show as City and 
Colour. Also on the bill will 
be Metric, Serena Ryder, 
Jimmy Eat World and 
Yukon Blond. 

Last year’s show at 
Butler's Barracks, orga¬ 
nized by the same promo¬ 
tions company, featured 
the Tragically Hip and was 
attended by more than 
17,000 people. It raised 
about $65,000 for Parks 
Canada, which made the 
federally-owned property 
available. 

A similar turn-out is 
expected to this year's 

Although last year's 
concert was considered to 
be remarkably successful, 
organizers were surprised 
to hear from residents and 
businesses that there were 
some problems they didn't 
want to see repeated, and 


promoter AEG Live and 
Parks Canada committed 
to seeing that impact 
reduced as much as possi¬ 
ble. 


the Commons where the 
concert is being held are 
concerned about parking 
on their street, and con¬ 
cert-goers wandering on to 
their property, as they say 
happened last year. 

There were also prob¬ 
lems on Queen St. after the 
Hip concert. Many attend¬ 
ees arrived on shuttle buses 
from parking lots outside 
the Old Town, and when 


line-ups to leave the con¬ 
cert were taking too long, 
wandered into town in 


local pubs. 

Some missed their buses 
entirely and had to walk to 
Niagara College to reach 

But businesses who had 
ramped up their sales staff 
anticipating larger crowds 
during the day last year 
were disappointed to dis¬ 
cover people were staying 
away from Queen St. in 
droves, to avoid the con¬ 
cert crowd. 

Jarred Picher of Parks 


Canada ensured a handful 
of people at Navy Hall 
Thursday that concert 
organizers have done their 
best to get the message out 
that it's business as usual 
on Queen St., and to direct 
traffic as it enters town to 
shopping, the ShawFestival 
and die concert. 

Police wifi be on hand 
until 4 a.m. Sunday morn¬ 
ing, with extra security and 
a parking management 
company. 

The stage will be at the 
same location as the Hip 
concert last year, but will 
be angled away from the 


Park Court—John St. neigh¬ 
bourhood, said Picher. 

There wifi be 26 Niagara 
Regional Police working 
throughout the day, includ¬ 
ing some on Queen St. 

A private security firm is 
supplying 75 security offi¬ 
cers who will be working 
on-site until 2 a.m. 
Sunday. 

All parking will be on¬ 
site, with the Commons 
opened up to 8,000 vehi¬ 
cles, and the entire area 
fenced to keep concert 
attendees contained. There 
are no shuttles, and John 
St. will be open, with police

directing traffic through. 
No stopping or parking on 
John will be allowed, and 
vehicles that do park will 
be towed, said Picher. 
Traffic to the concert will 
be directed down East and 
West Line from Virgil, to 
Queen's Parade, and left 
on John St. for parking on 
the Commons. There will 
be police on-hand after the 
concert to see traffic exit in 
reverse. 

Residents of Park Court, 
the nearest neighbours to 
the concert, asked that 
their street be closed off, 
and it will be, said Picher. 

Residents have already 
been issued passes to limit 
entry to their street to resi- 

Concert staff will stay 
until 1 a.m. Sunday to clean 
up, and any additional 
work by Town staff needed 
following the concert will 
be paid for by the concert 
promoter. 

Janice Thomson, execu¬ 
tive director of the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce, 
says people who expressed 
an interest in receiving 
information on the plan¬ 
ning details were invited to 
a conference call a couple 
of weeks ago, and remain¬ 
ing issues were dealt with 
at that time. The main con¬ 
cerns were ensuring those 
visiting town for the long 
weekend but not going to 
the concert understood 
they wouldn't be impacted, 
and having concert attend¬ 
ees leave the site safely at 
the end of the concert. 

"It seemed that the orga¬ 
nizers had taken into 
account the feedback given 
at the public meetings and 
are working with Parks 
Canada to deliver a well- 
executed event," said 
Thomson.

Good news from school board, sort of 


It's the first positive sign we've had from 
the school board that there may be an 
opportunity to talk about what is really in 
the best interests of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
students. 

Our town councillors and residents that 
make up a committee to look at the future of 
education in NOTL were able to finally sit 
down with board representatives to talk 
about local schools. The board has been 
invited to the table many times in recent 
years, but couldn’t be persuaded to attend. 

Now, with an accommodation review 
coming and the Town interested in looking 
at a bigger picture than the board is drawing 
for us, it seems like the conversation has 
begun. 

We have some smart people in this town, 
working on behalf of our students. 

Educating kids close to home apparently 
becomes difficult with declining enrolment, 


however there are some forward thinkers in 
town who have come up with some realistic 
options. Looking at them just requires a will 
to look past this September or even next, 
and to look outside the box that includes 
only Parliament Oak and Crossroads stu- 

The discussion, it seems, might even be 
enlarged to consider keeping high school 
students within town borders. Because if the 
solution to the elementary school situation 
is a Grade 7 and 8 middle school, it’s not a 
huge leap to look at a school for students 
from Grade 7 to 12. 

None of this is new, except possibly the 
thought of locating such a school closer to 
new development, rather than on the for¬ 
mer Niagara District Secondary School 
property. 

It’s not new, but it’s certainly timely. Let’s 
hope the discussions continue.

Stamp, coin unveiled

Eldrid Mageli travelled a long way 
to join in the commemorations of her 
ancestor's historic walk through his- 

Mageli is from Norway, and grew 
up knowing she had a famous ances¬ 
tor who had performed a heroic deed 
that influenced the history of 
Canada. 

Laura Secord's oldest daughter, 
Laura Mary Davis, who was widowed 
at a young age, left Canada in 1830 for 
Ireland with her two little girls. 

Her journey was dramatic and dif¬ 
ficult, and was recorded in a docu¬ 
ment that eventually made its way 
into the hands of Mageli, a descen¬ 
dant of Laura Secord's oldest daugh¬ 
ter and the fourth cousin of Caroline 
McCormick, president of the Friends 
of Laura Secord and organizer of 
Saturday's commemorative walk. 

Mageli, a historian, was never real¬ 
ly sure whether the document she 
held would be considered significant 
in Canada, but was put in touch with 


a local author who has written about 

David Hemmings says when he 
first heard from Mageli, who claimed 
to be a descendent, he was scepti¬ 
cal—he's heard that before. 

He changed his tune when he 
heard her ancestry and that she had a 
document written by Secord's daugh¬ 
ter about a branch of the family that 
had disappeared, leaving a gap in 
written history. 

He was happy to to have that blank 
filled in, he said. 

And Mageli, who is here to enjoy 
the weekend of events, including the 
unveiling of the stamp and coin to 
commemorate Secord and Saturday's 
walk, was happy to discover she could 
help. 

She hadn't planned to come to 
Canada, but when she heard about 
the commemorations, she couldn't 

"If I was ever going to come, it 
would be at this time, and I'm really 
happy I did," she said. 

"It's also wonderful to know that I 
could contribute to this story at such 
a meaningful time in history."

continued to preach 
Methodism in Niagara 
during the war years. 

He hoped his research 
would help him develop a 
re-enactment character, a 
peaceful observer who 
provide a perspective dif¬ 
ferent from the military 
approach. 

The person he chose 
was Holmes, who served 
on the circuit from 1811 
to 1813. 

Pritchard's wife Judith, 
a talented seamstress, 
researched the dress of 
the day and made period 
clothing for herself and 
her husband, and since 
then the couple often 
appearing locally at Grace 
and other 1812 commem¬ 
orations in costume of the 

Pritchard first appeared 
as Holmes at Grace in 
September, 2011. In addi¬ 
tion to appearing weekly 
at the church last summer 
to talk about events of 200 
years ago, he has been in 
demand as a speaker at 
many other events, and 
has taken advantage of 
the opportunity to talk 
about life and Methodism 
in the early 1800s. 


"It's been an amazing 
experience," he says. 

But perhaps the most 
meaningful result of his 
studies, he adds, is his 
understanding of the 
model of curcuit ministry 
and how it can apply to 
the present day. 

The United Church is 
struggling with too many 
churches, a shortage of 
ministers and a decrease 
in the size of most con¬ 
gregations, and as a result, 
many churches are look¬ 
ing for part-time minis- 

The model of circuit 
ministry is a way to pro¬ 
vide ministry for strug¬ 
gling churches, to ensure 
strong leadership contin¬ 
ues, he says. 

"The circuit model 
worked during its time, 
providing strong leader¬ 
ship but at the same time 
staying flexible." 

The Pritchards have 
sold their current home, 
and are building in St. 
Davids for retirement. He 
plans to use his time to 
develop a model of circuit 
ministry that could pro¬ 
vide a solution to the cur¬ 
rent situation, he says.

When Mackenzie Wiens 
decided she wanted to travel 
abroad with the Lions Youth 
Exchange program, she had 
no intention of choosing one 
of the more popular, ''easy' 1 
locations.
